‘Je cén not ve ective citizens of 
a democracy without having at our disposal the information and 
ideas evailable in books. The Camada am Newfoundland Zducetion 
Associgfgtion in its recent Report of the Survey Committee szys: 

Economic progress ¢ cultural development can 
be realized only ine netion scnsitized to the 
finest thoughts man has conccived, ond grown 
eacustomed to scrutinize «nd solect from varying 
and conflicting opinions... This imvolves the 
hebituel use of books. Only by ths development 
Of s clamr-thinking public mind my our world 

be saved. Providing thought forming m=atcrial is 
the peculiar function of the puodlic liorary. Not 
less than $1,000,000 <= year is required for 
extended public librery service.

The lLicColvin Report, saluted by one American librarian as "The 
“everidge Plan for British Libraries", is a realistic and challenging 
.ccument. It surveys existing libraries anc offers concrote and 
.ocailed proposals end plans for the future. 


It was the result of a six months' visitation to livdraries end « 
“-xy full end busy six monthjgit must have been. There is no attempttec 
%-.0SS Over the dcficimcics, tne poverty of bock stock, of personnel, 
Sac inedaquets accommodation, the leck of cooperction dotween Llid»riry 
<ithoritics, the cpathy of local suthcrities. ‘hile in theory Britcis 
nos clmost completo library coverc..ge, loess thon 1% of th populaticn 
seing without ccunty or urbd.n libre rics, the Report shows glaring dir 
waritics in jthoe quslity of sorvicc. The purpose cf the Report bein: 
vO urgo vlansi for the improvement of libraries, it is the nocds snd 
‘éoficiconcics rather tainn the good foatures -nd bright spots which are 
enphasized. The more progressive librarics stcnd however in whe dace 
vrrocund giving - standard for judgmomt ond the plains sdvoceatcd are such 
3 hive clres.dy boon atts ined or sought by thom.
